ABSTRACT 

During the 1971*72 school year, data vas gathered on 
pre and post test scores for reading and aatheaatics achieveaent froa 
2 groups of aobile aigrant children receiving suppleaentary 
educational services* The prograa, a part of the California Plan for 
the Education of Migrant Children (Title I, Eleaentury and Secondary 
Education Act) , used 2 different approaches to provide these servicer 
to the second through eighth grade students* Group 1 used the teaa 
teaching approach, vith trained tutors under the direction of the 
classrooa teacher* A resource teacher gave support and continued 
inservice training to both the teacher and the tutor* Children in 
group 2 received services froa the several school districts vhere 
they vere enrolled* The districts provided **pull out** prograas in 
**language developaent", reaedial reading, and English as a second 
language and vere reiabursed for the costs of the services rendered* 
The cost per child in each prograa was coaparable, but test results 
shoved an iaportant difference in gain scores* Group 1 children aet 
the prograa objective of at least 1 aonth of gain on a standardized 
test for each aonth in the prograa, vhile group 2 did not« Since per 
pupil costs vere tho saae, it vas concluded that the teaa teaching 
approach vas several tiaes as cost effective as the reiaburseaent

fiurias the 1971-1972 tchool year data was gathered oa pra and poat test scores 
for reading and mathematics achievement. Two groups of mobile migrant children 
receiving supplementary educational aervieea by different approaches through 
Che "California Plan for the Education of Migrant Children" Title I, E.S.E.A. 
89-10 as aaended by 89-750 vara cooparad. 

Children enrolled in 19 school districts made up group ona. Croup ona 
received suppletaentary support by application of the teaching t«aa approach. 
This approach utilized trained tutors assigned to specific migrant children 
who assisted tl'tm under the direction of the classroom teacher. A resource 
teachert (a master teacher), gave ai^^port and continued inscrvice training to 
both teacher and tutor in individualized diagnostic, prescriptive, instructional 
methods. The resource teacher also worked with the classroom teacher and school 
staff in the developotant of drill materials necessary to remediate the childs 
learning deficiencies. All resource teachers were es^loyed by one central 
agency which supervised their activities with the cooperation and support of 
the State Education Agency. 

Children in group two received suppleoMntary educational services from the sever- 
al school districts where they were enrolled. The districts provided "pull out" 
prograsts in "language development", remedial reading, and English as a second 
language and were reieabuvsed for the costs of the services rendered. This 
group of mobile migrant children received services from "specialiat" teachers 
supported in the pull out program and occasionally in the classroom by 
teacher aides. Some migrant oriented inservice training was provided for 
school staff members. 

The cost per child in each program was comparable. All costs of adminiatrati<>n, 
supervision, inservice training and instruction, were included in the computation, 
but costs of health services, were excluded for both groups. Coats for group 1 
children averaged $384 per child and for group 2 children, $380.

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Test results for these two groups of migrant children show an Icaportant difference 
In gain scores. Scores in reading for group one children showed a mean gain of 5*7 
months for the five nonth period between tests* Scores in reading for group tvd 
children showed a oean gain of 1.3 nonths for the five oonth period. At all grade 
levels 9 group one children achieved a caean gain of at least one month for each oonth 
in the program. At no grade level did group two children achieve a mean grin of one 
month for ecch oonth in the program. In mathematics group I children achiev«^ a meaa 
gain of 5.8 months as opposed tc a group two mean sain of 2.0 months in the five 
month period. Group one children mat the program objective of a mean of at least 
one month of gain on a standardized test for each month in the program. Croup two 
children did not meet the objective* The two approaches to the delivery of services 
to migrant children cost almost the same amount per child. The teaching team approach 
vaSp therefore, several times as cost effective as the reimbursement approach, and 
produced results which met or exceeded the program objective. 
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
